BERLIN, Feb. 26.—[By United 
News.]—Committees of German vigi- 
lantes have surrounded the Ruhr to 
prevent the influx of hordes of strike- 
breakers. 

Germany today frustrated the plan 
of France to import hundreds of 
Czecho-Slovakian workers to dig coal in 
the industrial area by driving back the 
invaders, who attempted to cross the 
frontier at Innsbruck. 

According to word received here, 
Poles, Lithuanians, and Italians were 
prevented from entering the Ruhr at 
other points. The German government 
believes that it will win out in the eco- 
nomic war with France if strikebreak- 
ers can be kept out of the district.

Mr. Murphy, distinguished in well 
tallored clothes and fawn colored fe- 
dora hat, gazed quizzicaily up at the 
prison at. 27 minutes after 10 this 
morning. 

“So this is the boarding house— 
some dump,” mused the labor-philoso- 
pher as he strutted, imperious as a 
peacock, up the stairs. 

Prisoner 18990, simple and guileless 
in plain blue denim of classic lines 
and conventional cut, poked his long 
head out from behind a layer of iron 
bare and gazed down at the deputation 
of United States’ marshals, leaving 
at 14 minutes past 2 this afternoon. 

Smiles a Game Goodby. 

“Hey, you bozos, be sure you get 
your return tickets for Chi right 
away,’ and the prisoner, beginning a 
four year stretch for the Dearborn 
station $385,000 mail robbery, smiled 
a game smile. 

The denim uniform made Big Tim 
awkward; the rule book orders made 
him humble; the guards saw to it that 
he was a “pattern” man, but he was 
still the genial, picturesque boss, to 
the prisoners who maneuvered for a 
place near him.

A NOVEL COUNTY BUDGET. 


. The Cook county budget, which must, under the

According 
to a recent announcement by Charles S. Petersen,

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SMALLPOX IN BRITAIN. 
ARIOUS parts of Great Britain 
have been having trouble with 
smallpox during the last year or 
two. The profesisonal anti-vacci- 

nationists have been very active in that 
country for years, and the people are 
paying for the mouthings of those wild 
brained, long kaired, inexperienced, un- 
trained shouters, paying with money and 
with lives. The number of unvaccinated 
is becoming threateningly large. 

On Oct. 13, 1922, a cage of smallpox 
developed in the Poplar) workhouse, lio- 
cated near the docks In a certain section 
of London. Bofh the institution and the 
surrounding territory had been antt- 
vaccination hotbeds for‘ years. So ac- 
tive had ‘the opposition been that of the 
4,500 young children in, the Poplar dis 
trict only 1,000 had been vaccinated. By 
Oct. 30 twenty-five cases were found in 
the hospital. The chairman of the houge 
committee, a former stevedore on the 
neasby docks, had been an avowed, out- 
spoken ‘anti-vaccinationist. Feeling his 
great responsibility, he took a day to 
investigate. Whereupon he changed his 
mind, recanted, took back what he had 
formerly said, and ordered everybody 
vaccinated. 


—~>- 
On Nov. 8 the last case of smallpox 
appeared. Since large numbers of peo- 
ple outside the institution had been ex- 
posed before the neighborhood had been 
vaccinated, there had been a total of 
sixty-two cases, with twenty deaths. 
There are three reasons for recalling 
this experience. Qne is to show how 
}quickly vaccination brings epidemics 
ander control; another is to show the 
effect on an anti-vaccinationist of charg- 
ing him with the responsibility of stop- 
Ping an epidemic of smallpox: the third 
is that it-gives an opportunity to quote 
from C. Killick Millard, the health offi- 
cer of Leicester, England, who is quoted 
‘by the anti-vaceinationists as being one 
health officer in thé world who !s ar 
anti-vaccinationist. *

Dr. Millard wrote three letters to the 
| British Medical Journal on the Poplar 
| outbreak. From these letters I quote: 
| “I have never advised parents not to 
|have their children -vaccinated. 1 quite 
| recognize that it is O6riceivable that the 
time may arise whep I shall find it_ my 
duty to advise univérsal vaceinatién’ of 
the entire population. . The only real 
difficulty in-the way of¢such a*step is 
the unfortunate prejudice against vac- 
gees! cn :

the steam, or heat giving point, in either 
cold or mild weather. Any difference in 
the use of coal after that depends on 
how it is used. The constant putting 
on of coal] does not produce heat as you 
derive no heat from black coal, but only 
when the coal has reached the full 
burning or glowing stage. The real rem- 
edy in cold weather is to frequently “ stir 
up” or, loosen the bed or mass in the 
furnace so as to bring it and keep it to 
the right heat to produce steam. Let 
“ Landlord ” take this consideration, but 
first let him have a competent union 
steam fitter examine his plant for any 
defects and cure them. I would suggest 
to Mr. Shields that he add a superstruc- 
ture of practical experience to his evident 
scholastic foundation.

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—A fossilized human 
\ skull. believed to be of the tertiary geo 

logical period, has been unearthed in 
Patagonia. News of the find was 
brought to Buenos Aires today by Dr. 
'J. G. Wolfe. If it proves authentic, it 
‘will antedate by hundreds of thousands 
of years any human relic thus far dis- 
covered. 

Dr. Wolfe declared the fossilization 
was that of tertiary sandstone, and 
that there was no doubt it was for- 
merly the skuli of a human being, not 
an accidental] formation. 

The lower jaw is missing, but other- 
wise the skull is almost perfect. The 
eye sockets and—what is»~still more 
convincing—the sdéckets.of the teeth 
in-the upper jaw are clearly defined. 
The cranium is long and oval and the 
forehead extremely low and sloping. 
Dr. Wolfe found the skull in the pos- 
session of a white settler. 


Finds Early Civilization. 

The scientist also announced the dis- 
covery of ruins of an ancient fortified 
town in the heretofore unexplored re 
gion north of Lake Cardiel, in the terri- 
tory of Santa Cruz, which he believes to 
be remnants of a Civilization probably
